“Declared with Power” 


The Resurrection is more than an historical event which 
lies at the beginning of a great and momentous history. It 
is that. Without it, without the sudden spring of knowl- 
edge and conviction in the hearts of the disciples that the 
Lord had conquered death, the infant Church must have 
dwindled to a poor Jewish sect. The Resurrection brought 
conviction, courage, steadfastness to the disciples. It made 
Pentecost possible and Pentecost meant the power to win 
the world. 


But the Resurrection is more than an historical event. It 
is an eternal symbol of the living power of God. “Declared 
to be the Son of God with power according to the spirit of 
holiness by the Resurrection of the dead,” St. Paul’s phrases 
rush one upon another; but what he would bring out, I take 
it, is that the rising from the dead is an expression of the 
power of holiness. Death could not have dominion over 
him. Suffering could not swerve him, because within dwelt 
the spirit of holiness, the power of God. The Resurrection, 
the bursting forth of life from the power of death is in- 
evitable where life is God’s life. That is the Easter message. 

Let me suggest three ways in which this Easter message 
strikes home to our own lives: 

First of all, it gives us the deep-lying basis for our faith 
in the life beyond life. Immortality rests ultimately upon 
the inherent capacities for holiness in the children of God. 
The long ages in which God has been bringing to birth, as 
it were, the treasures and resources of man shall not be 
thrown away. The divine glory of humanity, as our Lord 
reveals it, is not a transient thing. Eternal life which springs 
from communion with God through Christ shall not be 
swallowed up in time. This spirit of holiness which is the 
power of God in the Resurrection is the power of God for 
all of us. Death is only the entrance upon larger life. 

Again, the message touches our ordinary, everyday life in 
this world. It cries out to us that the spirit of holiness is a 
spirit of power. It summons us to believe in the divine 
destiny of righteousness. It challenges us to put aside the 
doctrines of physical force and act upon the meaning of 
our own faith. It is so hard to believe that goodness is the 
only imperishable thing. It is so hard to believe righteous- 
ness wins in the end. All the armies in the world, all the 
wealth in the world, stand powerless to open the gates of 
death. But, stranger still, they stand powerless to conquer 
one child’s heart, to lay the foundation of one satisfying 
life. Only God can do that. But He can do it. Easter 
cries to us to give Him the chance to declare His power. 

And, finally, the message renews our faith in the future 
of humanity. The saddest sight in all the world ‘today is 
not, I think, its vice, nor its greed, nor its armies and 
navies nor its lawlessness, The saddest sight is the loss of 
faith in man’s capacity to reach heights of achievement to 
deal successfully with the terrific problems of life. Read 
Dr. Schiller’s little book “Tantalus” and see what I mean. 
The fresh faith which gave birth to the first achievements 
of democracy fades and dies. The world is curiously cyni- 
cal. The world is in a skeptical and questioning mood. But 


Easter cries: Away with doubt, away with cynicism, away 
with these soul-deadening questions. There is power. There 
is strength. There is conquest of death and sin and ignor- 
ance. With power in the Resurrection, God declared Him- 
self, revealed the meaning of His holiness, took possession 
of humanity, conquered the future.—E, L.

An Easter Plea for Grace Cathedral

We, who are familiar with this picturesquely-situated city 
named for a dear saint, with its lovely bay and many hills, 
its view of mountain peaks and ranges, and wonderful ocean 
reflecting the azure of the sky, have been impressed with 
the numerous fine buildings that are being so rapidly erected 
to replace the old—many that were destroyed by the fire in 
1906. 

We, who are justly proud of our beautiful city, have 
watched with deep interest the erection of these magnificent 
buildings and pride, if nothing more, should urge us onward 
to erect on Nob Hill a cathedral worthy of our beloved city 
and worthy of our beloved Christ. 


I am sure our Church communicants will consider it in 
the light of a privilege to give toward the Cathedral Fund. 
The people of the Church who all revere our late beloved 
Bishop Nichols’ memory should assist all they can in carry- 
ing out his wishes by the building of this cathedral, so that 
his vision can become a reality. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary has already, in a body, pledged 
itself to give the altar rail. Though a lovely gift in itself, 
I am positive many will also wish to contribute to the 
building fund. 

I also feel that many visitors, as well as residents of San 
Francisco (not of the Episcopal or Anglo-Catholic faith), 
those who possess a civic pride, will gladly assist us ma- 
terially in the erection of our cathedral; but I think that 
the giving should be a voluntary act to God, and that greater 
results will follow if it rests with God and one’s con- 
science than any amount of begging can accomplish, though, 
of course, the project should be well advertised. Later, 
when the architects have their drawings completed, there 
will be an organized plan to place the Bishop Nichols 
Memorial Fund before the public. 

It takes money to build, but if business buildings can be 
erected here at the cost of millions surely we can erect our 
temple on the magnificent site so generously given by our 
friends, the Crocker family. With such a site we should 
leave no stone unturned until the whole amount is pledged. 

The cathedral is the mother Church. Here she gathers all 
her children in one flock at the annual Convention and at 
the important meetings of her different auxiliaries. 

The purpose of this cathedral is fourfold, the same as the 
cathedral at Washington: First, Evangelization, to preach 
the gospel and to promote missions, to the advancement of 
Christ’s Kingdom ‘at home and abroad. Second, Public 
Worship, for all people, under the most dignified and in- 
spiring surroundings. Third, Christian Education, instruc- 
tion of all who care to listen in the fundamentals of the 


’ Christian faith. Fourth, Social Service, to further the cause 


of the sick and the poor and to proclaim those principles 
of social justice the acceptance of which will hasten the 
realization of the ideal of united fellowship and the brother- 
hood of man. 

While the parish church is especially a spiritual home it 
is not adapted to attract the multitude from without, so the 
cathedral exists to undertake a work which the parish 
churches by themselves are unable to accomplish. 

With the growth of the city a large cathedral has become 
an imperative need, Take last Easter, for example. At 11:00 
o’clock there were three services—one in the chapel, one 
an outdoor one, while the crypt of the cathedral was packed, 
many turning away—so one sees the necessity for a larger 
building. | 

The cathedral doors are ever hospitably open to those who 
seek her protection for meditation and prtayer. ‘Here the 
business woman, tired after a day in the office,on. her walk 
home around 5:30, can drop in God’s house and find true 
strength and quiet. 

How a great cathedral always inspires one te’ fy and 
holy thoughts! I can never forget my impression of the 
cathedrals of the Old World, of England and Italy; é&pecially 


thy first glimpse of St. Mark’s at Venice. We had gone in 


the gondola to the Grand Hotel on the canal andééafter 
dining walked down an alley-way that, unbeknown % us, 
led to St. Mark’s Square. As we entered the lovely square 
the famous cathedral caught and enthralled our eyes—the 


perfection of its outline and color will ever linger in my 
mind. 

So let us build for all time, for centuries, a cathedral here 
that will enthrall as well as entice all who pass her hos- 
pitable doors—standing, as it will, a monument to God for 
religious growth and progress. 

At this great Easter festival, after our weeks of prepara- 
tion, let us pledge with all our strength to gladly help in 
the near future, with the great wonderful work that lies 
ahead of us—the building of our Cathedral of Grace—by 
the giving of our money and time and prayers, for prayers 
like these are always answered. And I know we will ex- 
perience the most joyous Easter of our lives and that true 
Easter joys and blessings will be ours.

The following letter and announcement concerning the 
proposed erection of the Wayside Cross in memory of the 
late beloved Bishop Nichols, has been received from the 
Vestry of St. James’ Regional Parish, of which the Rev. C. 
L. Thackeray is rector:

My Dear Friends: Some years 
ago when I took charge of the Sa- 
linas Valley Mission Field, as it was 
then called, our late beloved Bishop 
William Ford Nichols suggested the 
idea of erecting Wayside Crosses at 
convenient and appropriate places 
in the “field,’ recommending the 

_St. Martin Cross at Iona as the type, 
and gave me the text to be inscribed 
thereon—Prov. 3:9-10. 

At the summit of Vineyard Can- 
yon, halfway between San Miguel 
and Parkfield, there is a piece of 
land in a hairpin bend of the road 
which has been secured for the 
Diocese of California for a Way- 

; -— .side Cross Park. It is at 2800 feet 
ox a4 elevationsapproximately three acres 

| .in extent, directly on the divide 
“7%, , overlooking both the Salinas and 
a 4 Cholame Valleys—the highest ac- 
W cessible point in the “field,” and 
called Invocation Point. Here our 
beloved Bishop stopped many times 
on his visitations to Christ.Church, Parkfield, to drink in 
the marvels of beauty; one can not help but stop. 


Here in the silent grandeur and wide outlook it is planned 
to erect the first Wayside Cross in loving memory of Bishop 
William Ford Nichols. The spot is eminently fitting as ex- 
pressive of his love for the open country and its people and 
his broad vision of religion and service. 

Here the traveler will be reminded of the things eternal 
and the things worth while, for the Cross will preach its 
own silent sermon. Twice in the year services will be held 
—in the spring, for the blessing of the land, flocks and 
herds and the labor of the husbandmen; and in the fall, to 
return thanks to Almighty God for all His blessings. 

The Cross, as planned, is to stand twelve feet high from 
the base; to be cast in reinforced concrete, using the pure 
white sand to be found near the spot. The grounds are to 
be made as beautiful as possible with native shrubs and 
wild flowers. 3 

The following text, poem and memorial will be cast in 
the concrete: 

“Honor the Lord with thy substance and with the first 
fruits of all thine increase: so shall thy barns be filled 
with plenty.” 

“To the glory of God and in memory of William Ford 
Nichols, great bishop and missionary, a wise leader and a 
loving friend, who saw God in these sunlit hills and in the 
rugged character of the pioneer West. Second Bishop of 
California, 1890-1924.”

Notes from the Archdeacon’s Diary 


The formal opening, of the new parish house at Arroyo 
Grande took place on February 12. 


At St. Stephen’s, San Luis Obispo, the parish house is 
being renovated and enlarged. 


One hundred and twenty-five men of the Men’s Association, 
Convocation of Oakland, met for a corporate communion 
on Washington’s Birthday at St. Paul’s Church, Oakland. 
Afterward, in the parish house, breakfast was served and 
an inspiring address on “Washington, the Churchman” was 
given by the Rev. H. H. Shires of Alameda. 


The Rev. Mr. Martyr is winning the love of the people of 
Martinez and under his leadership the Church in Contra 
Costa County is bound to make real progress. 


Father Otis of the Church of the Advent, San Francisco, 
is doing a fine work among boys. He visits regularly the 
San Francisco Boys Aid Society and with Mr. Jenner Hogg 
supervises the work of St. Martin’s Guild, an organization 
for the Church boys of the institution. Fourteen of these 
lads were recently presented to the Bishop for Confirma- 
tion. 


New life is being manifested at both Hayward and Elm- 
hurst with the advent of the Rev. Mr. Battershill. 

One of the outstanding pieces of constructive work done 
in the Diocese during the past few years is that accom- 
plished at All Souls’ Church, Berkeley, under the leadership 
of the Rev. Richard Trelease. A parish house and a rectory 
have been built and the congregation is now one of the 
largest in the Diocese. 


There are some twelve students at St. Margaret’s House, 
Bereley, our training school for deaconesses. The girls come 
from all parts of the Province and graduates of the institu- 
tion are at work in many parts of the missionary field at 
home and abroad. We can all be proud of the good work 
Dean Hodgkin is doing. 


Twenty men, representatives of our parishes and missions 
in Marin County, met the other evening at Christ Church, 
Sausalito, and discussed with the Archdeacon means of 
furthering the Church’s work among men in this part of 
the Diocese. The following committee was appointed: Mr. 
Charles Gunn, Sausalito (chairman); Mr. C. Edward Holmes, 
Belvedere; Mr. Henry S. Foote, Corte Madera; Mr. Dan 
Reichel, Mill Valley; Mr. M. E. Hopkins, Ross; and Mr. R. 
Menzies of San Rafael. Plans are being made for a dinner 
for the churchmen of Marin County soon after Easter. 


The church building of the Incarnation, San Francisco, 
has: been removed to its new location on Nineteenth avenue, 
a block south of Golden Gate Park. 


The Archdeacon spent a week the latter part of February 
with Mr. Thackeray, visiting and addressing all our mis- 
sion stations in the Salinas Valley. He traveled more than 
1000 miles. Among other interesting things he found that at 
Jolon our little chapel not only ministers to our own con- 
gregation but is being used by the Roman Catholics for their 
service of the mass every Sunday morning. 


Miss Olive Meacham of the Deaconess Training School, 
Berkeley, goes for a month to the Salinas Valley to assist 
the Rev. Mr. Thackeray in organizing Church School cen- 
ters and training workers to carry on the work in the six 
stations under his care. 

Representatives of the Young People’s Fellowship chap- 
ters from all parts of the Diocese met at Grace Cathedral, 
San Francisco, the other Sunday afternoon for an inspiring 
Fellowship service. The Bishop was present and heard the 
young people recite their Fellowship pledge and gave them 
his blessing. The Archdeacon was the special preacher. 

At St. Andrew’s, East Oakland, the Rev. Mr. Mitchell has 
in two years built up a Sunday School from one scholar 
to such a number that fills the chapel to its utmost capacity. 
A new and attractive building is imperatively needed. 

In the waiting room to the Archdeacon’s office has been 
placed a prayer desk with the hope that visitors may avail 
themselves of the privilege of a moment’s prayer in remem- 
ing the missionary work of the Diocese. 

The pilgrimage to the Salinas Valley field for the purpose 
of visiting our mission stations and for dedicating the Way- 
side Cross in memory of dear Bishop Nichols is planned to 


take place, D. V., the second week after Easter, from Tues- 
day, April 13, to Friday, April 16, inclusive. 

May this Easter be the day of a real ‘consecration, the 
day of a real resurrection in the lives of the people of. our 
Diocese. “God bless thee day by day, whate’er betide;

The Girl in the Red Hat

It is surprising how well I know the girl in the red hat, 
for I have never exchanged a word with her. I do not even 
know her name. I could not tell you whether she is “di- 
vinely tall” or very petite. Neither do I know the color of 
her hair, nor whether she has brown eyes or blue. And yet 
I feel that I know quite well the girl who wears the red hat 
—the real girl behind the eyes, whether the eyes are as blue 
as the sky at midday or as dark as the sky at midnight. Of 
course, that is perfectly possible. For the real self of each 
one of us is something quite apart from the eyes through 
which we look, something very much more splendid than 
the body which we wear. 

Yes, I do know the real girl in the red hat and I set down 
here some of the important points of her character. She is 
prompt, careful and reliable in her business life. She is 
thoughtful for others. She is a conscientious worker. She 
is a good daughter and a loyal friend. Above all, she is de- 
voutly good. How do I know all this about one to whom I 
have never spoken? I will tell you. As I stand at the altar 
of the chapel in St. Paul’s Cathedral for the early Com- 
munion service at 8:00 o’clock, day after day, I frequently 
see the head which wears the red hat bowed in prayer 
above the kneeling figure in a dim, far-off corner of the 
church. She can not stay to the end of the service, so she 
kneels in a place from which she can slip out quietly with- 
out disturbing other worshippers. As she always leaves 
when she has remained about fifteen or twenty minutes, I 
conclude that she must be at her desk by 8:30 and that she 
is always there promptly. 

She carries with her a very real blessing when she rises 
from her knees and leaves the church—of that we may be 
sure. And I hope she realizes that she also leaves a blessing 
behind her. We all need to be reminded that through the 
personalities of those who live close to God divine influ- 
ences come into our lives. 

Sometimes I think I should like to know the name of the 
girl in the red hat; that I should like to speak with her. 
But it is better, perhaps, that I should know her only as” I 
do, as a fellow ‘worshipper before God’s altar. 

“Her eyes are homes of silent prayer.” It was of a certain 
devout woman that Tennyson wrote these words which you 
may read in the thirty-second canto of “In Memoriam.” I 
like to think that they apply to the girl in the red hat, and 
to many others. For to such comes the benediction, voiced 
by England’s poet laureate in the same canto, “Thrice blest 
whose lives are faithful prayers.”

Nor did we know that the negro problem was such a 
large one; of 11,000,000, only 30,000 are Episcopal com- 
municants. 

After Mr. Deems’ instructive talk Mrs. Lahce introduced 
Miss Edna Murray, who told us of St. Margaret’s School, 
Tokio—a girls’ school which some years ago numbered 600 
pupils and 30 teachers. No personal contact could be made 
with so many and while they were endeavoring to reduce 
the number, the earthquake came, demolishing the build- 
ings, which necessitated removing the school. This dimin- 
ished the number to 241 pupils. Of this number there are 
41 Christians, 12 Buddhists, 94 undecided and inquirers.

Offering, spoke of its origin and purpose, recommending 
twice-a-year offerings, which was left to the decision of 
branches. 

The next speaker—Mrs. C. A. Christin, diocesan secretary 
of the Little Helpers—stressing upon the child of pre-Sunday 
School age, urged a branch in each parish to visit homes, 
distribute mite boxes, etc.

MAKING GOD A REALITY TO THE CHILD 
By N. O. LincoLNn 


For ten years a summer Sunday school has been in 
existence as a club, with its button, its motto, its saying, 
its song and prayer. The teaching has been given to the 
entire group and has been entirely on the lines of _the 
personal relationship of the child with God. The child’s 
body and mind have been made a special study and his 
partnership with God has been emphasized. From the 


beginning the child was taught that “whatever you give . 


out comes back to you.” It is amazing how the children 
respond to these teachings. The button has been of great 
help. It has a gold band around it, filled in with white 
and in the center a four-leaf clover. The band stands 
for the all-encircling love of God from which no one can 
escape. The ‘white stands for purity and the four-leaf 
clover for luck. The four petals are faith, hope, love, luck. 
The child is taught that God wants all sorts of lovely 
things to be in his life, but that he must do something to 
bring them into his life. A book giving a course of these 
lessons is being prepared for publication. We can in this 
short article give only a sample of the kind of lessons 
given. It is most necessary to have the children repeat 
several times the special points in the lesson you wish to 


emphasize. A special hymn sung every Sunday also is of 


value. Children like to sing, and if they have one special 
hymn chosen as their club hymn they don’t mind singing it 
over and over. The one this particular club has is “Jesus 
Tender Shepherd.” It is fine to have them learn several 
good hymns. They will never forget them. One of the 
interesting lessons is where the method of God’s speaking 
to the child is made real. When you can make the child 
think, you have made great progress in his religious life. 

Lesson I—“What is the name of this club (or school) ?” 
Children give the name. Your name, you know, is some- 
thing to be proud of and of which you take care. If we 
all have the same name we must belong to one family. 
I wonder if you can tell me to what family we all belong? 

We say a prayer which begins, “Our Father.” 

Who is our Father? God. 


Then we are God’s family. 


Let me tell you something about God, and as I tell you 
I want you all to look at your button and listen very care- 
fully, so that every time after this when you look at your 
button you will remember what it means. 


First, what is the biggest round thing you know about? 
The world. A pretty wonderful old world, too. Did you 
ever think about its hanging in the air, and whirling about 
so fast? Did you ever take a tin pail, fill it with water 
and twirl it about so fast that the water could not fall 
out? Well, we think this world is still and that.we are 
sitting quietly here in one place, but really we are whirling 
through space. What holds the world safely when it is 
right out in the air? God does, by His wonderful laws. 
Now the world is the biggest round thing you know, and 
your button is probably one of the smallest round things 
you know, but I’m going to tell you why they are alike. 
What is on the edge of your button? A gold circle. That 
circle has no beginning and no end and it stands for the 
loveliest thing in the world—God’s encircling love. Now, 
tell me what the band stand for. God’s encircling love. 

God’s love all about you all the time, just like the air 
all about the world. You couldn’t get away from it and 
live any more than you could get away from the air, or 
any more than the world could get away from its God 
law. No matter how naughty or disagreeable you were 
you couldn’t get out of God’s love. Of course you don’t 
want to get away from God’s love, for God’s love is what 
gives you all the beautiful things of your life—Mother, 
Father, good times, good health, fun and happiness. 

Look again at your button. What is inside the gold 


Do you know you each have a wonderful engine— 
finer than a Cadillac? It can do wonderful things. Next 
Sunday I’m going to tell you some of the things it can do. 
I wonder if you know what it is? I'll give you a hint. 
It can walk and see. My body. Yes, indeed—your body 
is the most wonderful engine ever made, but you have 
something even more wonderful. I hope you can tell me 
what it is. If you were watching a train when it went 
round a curve very fast and it didn’t stay on the track but 
went crashing down an embankment, you’d say something 
was wrong with the—what? Why, the engineer, of course. 
He was either not on board, or was running too fast, or 
didn’t put on the brakes. No engine can run without a— 
what? Engineer. Yes, and neither can your engine run 
without an engineer. 

What is your engineer? My mind. 

Yes, it’s a fine engineer—and what does he do? He

ithinks. 


Anybody who owned a fine automobile would be very 
foolish if he didn’t keep it oiled, plenty of good gasolin 
in it, so it would run smoothly; and he. would keep it 
polished so it would be a fine thing to be proud of— 
wouldn’t he? 

Now, your engineer knows how to keep his engine clean. 
If he thinks clean, sweet, kind things your engine will be 
clean, healthy, fine. If your engineer thinks unkind, im- 
pure, hateful thoughts the first thing you know your engine 
will be off the track; you will be sick, unhappy and you 
won't know what is the matter. Isn’t it wonderful? Your 
body is holy and you can make it healthy and happy by 
thinking. Next Sunday I want you to tell me all the 
different kinds of things your body can do—and I will 
tell you the meaning of the four-leaf clover that is the 
center of your button. . 

This is but a short sample of the approach to the child. 
The experiment has been tried for years and its success 
in the children’s lives has been marked. Let us try to 
give them God as a personal power in their daily experi- 
ence, and do let us feel that the most important work in 
the church is the religious education of the child.

rector, on Scout Troop Committee; one man scout master; 
The whole chapter sponsors the Scout Troop, in addition 
to two Bible classes, one for those in ’teen age and the 
other for young men of twenty and up—the first one having 
about twenty-five in it and the second forty to fifty. Three 
are vestrymen, one junior warden. In the Every-member 
Canvass every last man in the chapter goes out to put it 
over every year. Many other activities of a special nature 
are promoted through the year but these few will serve to 
show why there is a real active chapter of the Brotherhood 
in Christ Church Parish, Alameda. 

However, coming from above at the head of the parish, 
and running down, in and through the whole organized 
effort, there is the fine, golden thread of the keen, active, 
personal working interest of their beloved rector, Rev.
